Frank E. Grosshans, who served

Ohio Ho use Appro v es Bill 
To Permit QuaU Hunting

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Ohio sports­ 
men Tu esday won Hou se approval 
of a bill to permit qu ail hu nting 
in the state for the first time in 
46 years. 
Opponents, led by Reps. Bernice 
MacKenzie (D-Stark) and Clara 
Weisenborn (R-Montgomery) stag­ 
ed a valiant f i^ t to extend the 
present statu s of the popu lar bird 
for another 10 years. 
Bu t sponsors of the bill, inclu d­ 
ing Reps. Gu y C. Hiner (R-Stark), 
Pau l Siple (D-Lawrence) and F. K. 
Cassel (R-Wyandot), carried the 
day by 93-36 vote. 
The same basic argu ments that 
have resou nded throu gh the leg­ 
islative diambers every bienniu m 
for years on the controversial su b­ 
ject were repeated in the debate 
marked by hu mor as well as heart­ 
felt appeal on both sides. 
As passed, the bill wou ld permit 
qu ail hu nting on land owned (h: 


controlled by the state and on pri­ 
vate land u nder agreement between 
the owner and the state. 
The Wild Life Cou ncil wou ld set 
the season and bag limit. 
The opponents’ major move was 
an amendment offered by Mrs. 
Weisenborn to extend to 1969 the 
present law which places the qu ail 
I on the game bird list for breed- 
jing pu rposes only. This provision 
I has been in effect since 1949 bu t 
¡will expire next October if no ac­ 
tion is taken. 
That wou ld permit a hu nting sea­ 
son with no specific statu tory limi­ 
tations.

Wo n’t Back 
If Pressed, 
He Declares 


Declines To Say If 
A-Weapo ns Wo uld 
Be Used In War 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenhower said today the United 
States has no intention of fighting 
a grou nd war in Eu rope. 
At a news conference, however, 
he declined to say flatly that nu ­ 
clear weapons wou ld be u sed by 
American forces in the event the 
Soviets start shooting. 
He said firmly the United States 
will do whatever needs to be done 
to protect its rights and responsi­ 
bilities in West Berlin. 
This government, he said, will 
never back u p in the face of Soviet 
pressu re there. 
At the same time he said the 
free world is not going to become 
hysterical and go off half-cocked 
over the Berlin crisis. 
Eisenhower said he believes the 
American pu blic is more soberly 
aware of dangers in the Berlin 
situ ation than a lot of people 
arou nd Washington. 
A reporter had asked the Presi­ 
dent if he feels that the people 
recognize the dangers in Soviet 
Premeir Nikita Khru shchev’s de­ 
mand for the withdrawal of Allied 
troops from West Berlin by May 
27. 
The cou ntry knows how seriou s 
the situ ation is or it wou ldn’t be 
voting all the money that is be­ 
ing requ ired for defense, Eisen­ 
hower promptly replied. 
He added, however, that those 
who are advocating still greater 
defense spending shou ld have the 
cou rage to back higher taxes to 
pay for it. 
He was obviou sly still standing 
pat on his defense program in the 
face of Democratic criticisms. 
Eisenhower was asked for his 
reaction to Khru shchev’s proposal 
for a fou r-power gu ard in West 
Berlin. 
The President replied with some 
asperity that he <k>esn’t ever ex­ 
pect to be in the bu siness of re­ 
acting instantly to one of Mr. 
Khru shchev’s wisecracks or what­ 
ever the Soviet Premier calls 
them. 
The free world is going to u se 
the same democratic procedu re 
that the United States u ses in deal­ 
ing with su ch problems, Eisenhow­ 
er said. He said that is the proc­ 
ess of debate before decision. 
Eisenhower was asked if he 
thinks the Soviets shou ld be given 
a plain warning that nu clear war 
might resu lt if the Commu nists 
cu t off access to West Berlin. 
He replied that he doesn’t know 
how you can free anything with 
nu clear weapons. He said that if 
there is any pu # i in the direction 
of real hostilities over Berlin it is 
going to come from the side of 
the Soviets.

He said firmly the United States 
will do whatever needs to be done 
to protect its rights and responsi­ 
bilities in W’est Berlin.

Eisenhower said he believes the 
American public is more soberly 
aware of dangers in the Berlin 
situation than a lot of people 
around Washington.

May or Fred P. Lawren ce has placed a 
ten tativ e $922,886 bu dg et before Cou n cil. 
The mon ey requ ested wou ld assu re the start 
of a lon g -ran g e prog ram desig n ed to meet 
man y of the city ’s n eeds—-in clu din g com­ 
prehen siv e street improv emen ts. 
It’s n o secret that rev en u e from presen t 
sou rces isn ’t su fficien t to meet the proposed 
bu dg et. Therefore, an addition al sou rce mu st 
be fou n d. Cou n cil ag ain appears ready to 
tu rn to a city in come tax as the fairest an d 
most log ical way to prov ide the mon ey —n o 
other su g g estion s bein g offered du rin g in ­ 
formal “open hou se’’ fin an cial discu ssion s 
which the leg islators 
held within 
recen t 
weeks. 
In this con n ection , there hav e been hin ts 
that a rate lower than the prev iou s eig ht- 
ten ths of on e per cen t mig ht be fav ored by 
some Cou n cilmen . If this is the majority 


feelin g , it raises the qu estion of whether it 
wou ld be adv isable to slash the percen tag e 
n ow at the risk of bein g forced to ask for 
an in creased fig u re later. 
The fear of recu rrin g boosts has been on e 
of the stu mblin g blocks in the path of a city 
in come tax wherev er on e has been brou g ht 
u p. 
It’s somethin g for the admin istration an d 
Cou n cil to con sider as they g o abou t the 
task of determin in g the fin al bu dg et fig u res. 
Assu min g the tax becomes the fin al an s­ 
wer, the log ical approach wou ld seem to 
be to ask for the percen tag e that wou ld pro­ 
v ide the rev en u e n eeded for the serv ices an d 
improv emen ts desired. 
If this be eig ht-ten ths of on e per cen t, ask 
for eig ht-ten ths of on e per cen t. If less than 
eig ht-ten ths wou ld do the trick, then ask for 
less than eig ht-ten ths. 


Pro blem With No Ea sv So lutio n 


An econ omics professor from Un iv ersity of 
Michig an told a Sen ate committee last week 
that on e of 10 workers in Michig an wou ld be 
u n employ ed throu g h 1960. This 10 per cen t 
rate wou ld be an improv emen t ov er today ’s 
rate, which is hig her than 15 per cen t in 
Detroit. 
His prediction w’as based on what he be­ 
liev ed were certain ties in the au tomotiv e in ­ 
du stry — fewer ju icy defen se con tracts, fewer 
au to compan ies, fewer parts su ppliers, au to­ 
mation an d con tin u ed decen tralization of the 
In du stry . 
In other words, u n employ men t in Michi­ 
g an is a problem with n o solu tion , like u n ­ 
employ men t in the coal fields in Ken tu cky an d 
West Virg in ia. These are two of the most 
dramatic ex amples of a trag edy bein g per­ 
formed in v ary in g deg rees of in ten sity all 
ov er the cou n try . 
Bu sin ess is improv in g . Bu t employ men t is 
n ot improv in g . More work is bein g performed 
by fewer person s than were n eeded before 
the recession , becau se employ ers are u n der 
tremen dou s pressu re to hold down their costs 
The au tomation bu g aboo that in du strial work­ 
ers dread has been su bsidized, in effect, by 


hig h wag e rates that made au tomation at­ 
tractiv e. 
Not on ly has there been a n et loss of jobs 
—the UAW claims Ford an d Gen eral Motors 
are n ow produ cin g more cars with fewer 
workers—bu t there has been an acu te redu c­ 
tion of jobs for the semi-skilled an d the u n ­ 
skilled. 
Barrin g a wild boom of the kin d in which 
ev ery body can g et a job, man y workers are 
u n likely ev er to hav e steady employ men t 
ag ain , with or withou t a shorter work week, 
which mean s in man y cases that workers 
already employ ed merely do more work at 
ov ertime rates. 
Yet, n o on e can be satisfied to say this 
Is so an d to accept it; there mu st be some 
way ou t of the dilemma. 
On e possibility 
mig ht be a stepped-u p prog ram of worker 
retain in g , becau se skilled jobs are alway s 
lookin g for the rig ht people to fill them. 
An other possiblity is a stepped-u p ex pan sion 
of serv ice trades employ men t. An d still an ­ 
other mig ht be, if employ es chose to u se it, 
a slow-down in risin g wag e rates that hav e 
been forcin g employ ers to tu rn to au tomation 
more eag erly than they wou ld hav e tu rn ed 
to it if produ ction costs had stay ed on an 
ev en keel.

While the 
earthbou n d coal in du stry an d its 
u n ion shrin k, the power in side labor 
an d, therefore, in side ou r social 
an d political life is shiftin g to su ch 
u n on s as the In tern ation al Assn . 
of Machin ists. 
Its members are at Lockheed 
Aircraft’s missile div ision , which 
is n ow workin g on an artist’s con ­ 
ception of the on e-man , on e-seater 
n ose con e, ou r first man n ed space 
ship. It is the Machin ists (IAM) 
membership which also staffs the 
astrody n amics div ision of Con v air 
at San Dieg o. That firm prov ides 
most of the Atlas—which hu rls the 
g olden spheres in to su n orbits. 
Mean while, althou g h old g ian ts 
n ev er die, they su re shrin k. It 
came as a shock to some observ ­ 
ers to learn from the Min e Un ion 
itself that there are, for ex ample, 
on ly 17 5,000 coal dig g ers in the 
pits an d arou n d the shafts today . 
Thu s less than half of the 400,000 
min ers of y esterday are workin g 
today . 
They are bu t a han dfu l of the

It is apparen tly the settled policy 
of this con g ression al majority that 
with larg e deficit spen din g the 
compen satin g rev en u es can be g ot­ 
ten from a faster rate of in crease 
of the g ross n ation al produ ct.

issu e on this .specific poin t. 
If they do, they will fin d plen ty 
of material to disprov e su ch a 
con cept of n ation al econ omic plan ­ 
n in g . Certain ly , there are n o his­ 
torical facts to prov e it. 
The data on the su bject in what 
follows were prepared for m.e by 
a competen t econ omic an aly st. Dr. 
Ju liu s Hirsch. 
The Hirsch fig u res g o back to 
the period between 1903 an d 19 13- 
y ears of healthy g rowth in n a­ 
tion al wealth an d g en eral prosper­ 
ity , with the ex ception of parts of 
1907 an d 1908. In 1903, the n a­ 
tion al in come was $19,400,000,000. 
In 1913, it was 31 billion . This 
represen ted in the av erag e of those 
y ears a g rowth of almost 6 per 
cen t per y ear. 


NOTE THAT TIHS was withou t 
an y pu rposefu l g ov ern men t spen d­ 
in g in those y ears, becau se n o on e 
seriou sly thou g ht of the n ew eco­ 
n omic theory of spen din g to in ­ 
crease wealth. Du rin g those y ears 
there was some in flation , howev er, 
sin ce the cost of liv in g in creased 
by abou t 7 per cen t. Employ men t 
improv ed. In 1903 there were abou t 
on e million u n employ ed. In 1913 
the fig u re was the same bu t be­ 
cau se of a g rowin g popu lation there 
was a g reat in crease of the work­ 
in g force. 
After the abn ormal y ears of the 
World War an d the short boom an d 
depression that followed, prosper­ 
ity retu rn ed in 1922. 
Then from 1922 to 1929 the Gross 
Nation al Produ ct (a calcu lation de­ 
v ised at that time to su pplan t the 
n ation al in come fig u res) in creased 
from $69,900,000,000 to $99,400,000- 
000—on av erag e more than 6 per 
cen t per y ear. 
Du rin g that period tax es were 
redu ced an d a con siderable part 
of the n ation al debt was paid off. 
The cost of liv in g remain ed prac­ 
tically the same. Un employ men t 
was at a min imu m throu g hou t. 
Ag ain , there was n o u rg e to in ­ 
crease g ov ern men t spen din g to 
stimu late the econ omy . Politics 
had n ot discov ered econ omics. Nor 
had some econ omists su ch as John 
May n ard Kehn es y et lau n ched the 
g et-rich-throu g h-spen din g theory . 
Now let u s look at some of the 
y ears du rin g which some of the

IN THE YEAR5 1946-1949 in ­ 
clu siv e, the Gross Nation al Prod­ 


u ct in creased in in flated prices by 
almost 23 per cen t, bu t in “con ­ 
stan t’’ prices (which mean s in 
prices of 1947 ) on ly by 3.5 per cen t. 
In in flated prices, the av erag e in ­ 
crease per y ear was 7 .6 per cen t, 
bu t in real prog ress it was an av - 
• erag e of 1.1 per cen t per y ear. 
The cost of liv in g du rin g this 
period wen t u p by almost 21 per 
cen t, or 6.9 per cen t a y ear on 
av erag e. Un employ men t also in ­ 
creased. This was in spite of fair­ 
ly hig h federal ex pen ditu res. At 
the en d of 1948, recession started. 
Then came the Korean War. Fed­ 
eral spen din g in creased from $39,- 
600,000,000 in 1950 to 7 4 billion in 
1953. In those y ears the GNP du r­ 
in g heav y in flation rose by al­ 
most 28 per cen t, or by more than 
9 per cen t a y ear. 
Howev er, measu red in con stan t 
dollars the GNP in those y ears 
rose on ly by 11.4 per cen t—3.7 per 
cen t a y ear. Ou r federal ex pen di­ 
tu res in creased by 87 per cen t in 
the w’hole period, or by 29 per cen t 
y early . 
This was a larg e price to pay in 
federal ex pen ditu res to produ ce so 
small a GNP. Bu t in flation took 
its toll. The cost of liv in g wen t 
u p 14 per cen t. Thu s, ev en du rin g 
a war the in crease in the re­ 
sou rces su bject to tax ation fell far 
behin d federal spen din g , while the 
chief bu rden fell, throu g h in flation , 
on fix ed in comes an d other sta­ 
tion ary v alu es. 
The on ly possible con clu sion is 
that w'hile in flation can be accel­ 
erated by federal spen din g , the 
tax resou rces can n ot keep pace. 
The resu lt is felt by tax pay ers 
an d by holders of fix ed v alu es.

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Hie Budget And Its Requirements 


Mayor Fred P. Lawrence has placed a 
tentative $922,886 budget before Council. 
The money requested would assure the start 
of a long-range program designed to meet 
many of the city’s needs—including com­ 
prehensive street improvements. 
It’s no secret that revenue from present 
sources isn’t sufficient to meet the proposed 
budget. Therefore, an additional source must 
be found. Council again appears ready to 
turn to a city income tax as the fairest and 
most logical way to provide the money—no 
other suggestions being offered during in­ 
formal “open house” financial discussions 
which the legislators 
held 
within 
recent 
weeks. 
In this connection, there have been hints 
that a rate lower than the previous eight- 
tenths of one per cent might be favored by 
some Councilmen. If this is the majority 


feeling, it raises the question of whether it 
would be advisable to slash the percentage 
now at the risk of being forced to ask for 
an increased figure later. 
The fear of recurring boosts has been one 
of the stumbling blocks in the path of a city 
income tax wherever one has been brought 
up. 
It’s something for the administration and 
Council to consider as they go about the 
task of determining the final budget figures. 
Assuming the tax becomes the final ans­ 
wer, the logical approach would seem to 
be to ask for the percentage that would pro­ 
vide the revenue needed for the services and 
improvements desired. 
If this be eight-tenths of one per cent, ask 
for eight-tenths of one per cent. If less than 
eight-tenths would do the trick, then ask for 
less than eight-tenths. 


Problem With No Easy Solution 


An economics professor from University of 


Michigan told a Senate committee last week 


that one of IO workers in Michigan would be 


unemployed through 1960. This IO per cent 


rate would be an improvement over today’s 


rate, which is higher than 15 per cent in 


Detroit. 


His prediction was based on what he be­ 


lieved were certainties in the automotive in­ 


dustry — fewer juicy defense contracts, fewer 


auto companies, fewer parts suppliers, auto­ 
mation and continued decentralisation of the 
Industry. 
In other words, unemployment in Michi­ 
gan is a problem with no solution, like un­ 
employment in the coal fields in Kentucky and 
West Virginia. These are two of the most 
dramatic examples of a tragedy being per­ 
formed in varying degrees of intensity all 
over the country. 
Business is improving. But employment is 
not improving. More work is being performed 
by fewer persons than were needed before 
the recession, because employers are under 
tremendous pressure to hold down their costs 
The automation bugaboo that industrial work­ 
ers dread has been subsidized, in effect, by 


high wage rates that made automation at­ 
tractive. 
Not only has there been a net loss of jobs 
—the UAW claims Ford and General Motors 
are now producing more cars with fewer 
workers—but there has been an acute reduc­ 
tion of jobs for the semi-skilled and the un­ 
skilled. 
Barring a wild boom of the kind in which 
everybody can get a job, many workers are 
unlikely ever to have 
steady 
employment 
again, with or without a shorter work week, 
W’hich means in many cases that workers 
already employed merely do more work at 
overtime rates. 
Yet, no one can be satisfied to say this 
is so and to accept it; there must be some 
way out of the dilemma. 
One 
possibility 
might be a stepped-up program of worker 
retaining, because skilled jobs 
are always 
looking for the right people to fill them. 
Another possiblity is a stepped-up expansion 
of service trades employment. And still an­ 
other might be, if employes chose to use it, 
a slow-down in rising wage rates that have 
been forcing employers to turn to automation 
more eagerly than they would have turned 
to it if production costs had stayed on an 
even keel. 


Sticks And Stones But Not Words 


One of the oddities of the times is the con­ 
fident attitude of labor leaders telling Con­ 
gress what to do this session. 


These are the men who supposedly have 
been given something to think about by the 
disclosures of the McClellan investigation. 
They are the men whose differences of opin­ 
ion “inside the lodge” are expected to make 
more news for the nation and more grief for 
industrialists than anything in sight at the 
moment. 
They are the men who have been forced 
to admit time and time again that they have 
only tenuous control over the organizations 
they speak for, yet who speak in the corri­ 
dors and cloakrooms of the U.S. Capitol with 
voices of thunder. 
Congressmen, moreover, listen to them as 
If their word had become the judgment of 
Doomsday. Representatives who have been 
sent there to speak for the states call the 
labor leaders into consultation before mak­ 
ing up their minds. 
And the labor leaders, to make sure they 
are not forgotten, give orders to their fol­ 
lowers to show' up in Washington by the thou­ 
sands to buttonhole the decision-makers of 
representative democracy, to tell them what 
a minority expects them to do — with no 
questions asked. 
In the 1959 battle over labor reform, a 
White House bill is in danger of being pushed 
into the discard on the orders of men whose 
own affairs are in such a m ess that the Mc­ 
Clellan investigation could run on forever and

The Coal Miners Are Getting Hungry

In Washington offices crackling 
with tension, many an observer of 
the nation’s new “poverty pockets”

with fists and chains. Now weary 
men, racing against time, expect 
the next word of violence to flash 
up momentarily from certain coal 
fields. For the fact is that the aging 
giant, John L. Lewis, is recover­ 
ing at home in Virginia far more 
swiftly than the sick old King Coal 
industry itself. 


To realize what’s happening in 
the mine patches we once watched 
so closely when John L. stalked 
the land, is to realize what’s hap­ 
pening dramatically behind the 
scenes in those industries which are 
not hitched to the stars or to the 
planets. 


THAT LITTLE golden ball we 
just heaved around the sun is exert­ 
ing a far greater influence on us 
people than we realize. While the 
earthbound coal industry and its 
union shrink, the power inside labor 
and, therefore, inside our social 
and political life is shifting to such 
unons as the International Assn. 
of Machinists. 
Its members are at Lockheed 
Aircraft’s missile division, which 
is now working on an artist’s con­ 
ception of the one-man, one-seater 
nose cone, our first manned space 
ship. It is the Machinists (IAM) 
membership which also staffs the 
astrodynamics division of Convair 
at San Diego. That firm provides 
most of the Atlas—which hurls the 
golden spheres into sun orbits. 
Meanwhile, although old giants 
never die, they sure shrink. It 
came as a shock to some observ­ 
ers to learn from the Mine Union 
itself that there are, for example, 
only 175,000 coal diggers in the 
pits and around the shafts today. 
Thus less than half of the 400,000 
miners of yesterday are working 
today. 
They are but a handful of the 
original 750,000 men who made up 
the mighty empire John L. took 
over in 1923—an empire to which 
presidents of the U.S. came hat 
in hand—sometimes doffed in re­ 
spect for Mr. Lewis and sometimes 
upside down in respect for the po­ 
litical handouts distributed by the 
great union. 


WHAT REDUCED this once pow­ 
erful outfit? Of course, there are 
fuel substitutes. But most import­ 
ant there are machines which can 
dig the coal and move it faster 
than we can use it now. There 
will soon be available a mechanical 
monster described by the experts 
as a remotely controlled, continu­ 
ous mining machine. 
One man, in an electronic cen­ 
ter above ground, will guide the 
coal-chewing robot to underground 
seams. It will dig the black fuel 
and load it on a heavy-duty con­ 
tinuous transport system which will 
move it to an outside station with 
no touch of human hands. 
Some day soon, such coal will 
be automatically crushed at the 
outside depot and shoved into a 
pipeline. Then water will move it 
hundreds of miles directly to the 
industrial consumer—just like nat­ 
ural gas. 
There is such a coal pipeline 
covering 108 miles of eastern Ohio. 
It runs from a giant coal company 
in Belmont County to the Cleve­ 
land Electric Illuminating Co. gen-

crating plant in Eastlake. The pipe­ 
line can move the equivalent of 
21,000 railroad hopper cars annual­ 
ly- 
Though the miners’ jobs have 
been cut, the treasuries of their 
once huge union have increased.

Policy Without Proof

It is apparently the settled policy 
of this congressional majority that 
with large deficit spending the 
compensating revenues can be got­ 
ten from a faster rate of increase 
of the gross national product. This 
has been aptly called the “spend- 
$ourself-rich” theory. 


Since this Congress with its liber­ 
al majority will shape the platform 
and argument of the Democratic 
party in 1960, the Cabinet commit­ 
tee studying inflation and the Pres­ 
ident’s 44-member committee of 
business 
men 
considering 
eco­ 
nomic trends might well draw the 
issue on this specific point. 
If they do, they will find plenty 
of material to disprove such a 
concept of national economic plan­ 
ning. Certainly, there are no his­ 
torical facts to prove it. 
The data on the subject in what 
follows were prepared for me by 
a competent economic analyst, Dr. 
Julius Hirsch. 
The Hirsch figures go back to 
the period between 1903 and 1913- 
years of healthy growth in na­ 
tional wealth and general prosper­ 
ity, with the exception of parts of 
1907 and 1908. In 1903, the na­ 
tional income was $19,400,000,000. 
In 1913, it was 31 billion. This 
represented in the average of those 
years a growth of almost 6 per 
cent per year. 


NOTE THAT THIS was without 
any purposeful government spend­ 
ing in those years, because no one 
seriously thought of the new eco­ 
nomic theory of spending to in­ 
crease wealth. During those years 
there was some inflation, however, 
since the cost of living increased 
by about 7 per cent. Employment 
improved. In 1903 there were about 
one million unemployed. In 1913 
the figure was the same but be­ 
cause of a growing population there 
was a great increase of the work­ 
ing force. 
After the abnormal years of the 
World War and the short boom and 
depression that followed, prosper­ 
ity returned in 1922. 
Then from 1922 to 1929 the Gross 
National Product (a calculation de­ 
vised at that time to supplant the 
national income figures) increased 
from $69,900,000,000 to $99,400,000- 
000—on average more than 6 per 
cent per year. 
During that period taxes were 
reduced and a considerable part 
of the national debt was paid off. 
The cost of living remained prac­ 
tically the same. Unemployment 
was at a minimum throughout. 
Again, there was no urge to in­ 
crease 
government 
spending 
to 
stimulate the economy. 
Politics 
had not discovered economics. Nor 
had some economists such as John 
Maynard Kehnes yet launched the 
get-rich-through-spending theory. 
Now let us look at some of the 
years during which some of the 
“new” economic theorists such as 
Leon Keyserling were in the sad­ 
dle, with President Truman taking 
his cue from them. 
, 


IN THE YEARS 1946-1949 in­ 
clusive, the Gross National Prod­ 


uct increased in inflated prices by 
almost 23 per cent, but in “con­ 
stant” prices 
(which means in 
prices of 1947) only by 3.5 per cent. 
In inflated prices, the average in­ 
crease per year was 7.6 per cent, 
but in real progress it was an av- 
• erage of 1.1 per cent per year. 
The cost of living during this 
period went up by almost 21 per 
cent, or 6.9 per cent a year on 
average. Unemployment also in­ 
creased. This was in spite of fair­ 
ly high federal expenditures. At 
the end of 1948, recession started. 
Then came the Korean War. Fed­ 
eral spending increased from $39,- 
600,000,000 in 1950 to 74 billion in 
1953. In those years the GNP dur­ 
ing heavy inflation rose by al­ 
most 28 per cent, or by more than 
9 per cent a year. 
However, measured in constant 
dollars the GNP in those years 
rose only by 11.4 per cent—3.7 per 
cent a year. Our federal expendi­ 
tures increased by 87 per cent in 
the whole period, or by 29 per cent 
yearly. 
This was a large price to pay in 
federal expenditures to produce so 
small a GNP. But inflation took 
its toll. The cost of living went 
up 14 per cent. Thus, even during 
a war the increase in the re­ 
sources subject to taxation fell far 
behind federal spending, while the 
chief burden fell, through inflation, 
on fixed incomes and other sta­ 
tionary values. 
The only possible conclusion is 
that while inflation can be accel­ 
erated by federal spending, the 
tax resources cannot keep pace. 
The result is felt by taxpayers 
and by holders of fixed values. 
Government 
spending 
policies 
can produce inflation but they can­ 
not produce real wealth to equalize 
the 
losses 
involved 
in 
such 
inflation. 


A Calm Tenseness 


Algiers, long a pirates’ paradise 
and still famed for its Casbah, has 
come to live casually with tension 
in recent years. 
‘Residents of the troubled Alger­ 
ian capital have been frisked by 
officers of the law at the entrances 
to department stores. They have 
seen bullet-proof vests for s a l e. 
They have watched helmeted sol­ 
diers patrolling with rifles. But de­ 
spite the disquiet of Algieria’s lin­ 
gering rehellion, the people of Al­ 
giers go about their business with 
considerable calm. 
In Algiers, two ways of life blend 
—and dash. Industrially oriented 
Europeans live near Arabs who 
have had Little or no training. The 
Europeans have built roads, fac­ 
tories, hospitals and schools, but 
the country’s rapidly - increasing 
population has largely offset the 
economic gain. Poverty has re­ 
mained. 
Algiers* eventful history g o e s 
back to Roman times. A s m a l l 
town called Icosium was located 
on the site. It had a Christian bish­ 
op as late as the fifth century. The 
town disappeared and North Africa 
passed under Moslem control. 


thousands of miners are jobless. 
They love their union. But they 
and their families have to eat. If 
help doesn’t come from some place, 
they’ll dig coal for whoever offers 
them work at whatever wage they 
can get. Then the clashes will 
come. 
They’ll fight just as their counter­ 
parts in other industries around 
the land have fought unpublicized 
battles over available work. We 
live in a new era of poverty pockets 
amidst plenty. Some of our neigh­ 
bors need help. They should get it. 


What happened to the 8,600.000 


Republicans who voted in 1956 but

This is the puzzling question that

single expression of party policy. 
At first glance, it might be as­ 
sumed that most of the 8,600,000 
Republicans voted Democratic and 
that, 
therefore, 
the 
Republican 
platform now might better imitate 
the Democrats. But a closer look 
at the Democratic total shows that 
most of the 8,600,000 Republicans 
couldn’t have voted 
Democratic. 
For even if some of them did, this 
didn’t make up for defections from 
the Democratic party. The total of 
all votes for the Democratic ticket 
for members of Congress through­ 
out the nation in the last election 
was 4,200.000 less in the 1958 con­ 
gressional elections than the party 
got in 1956 for members of Con­ 
gress.' Of this total who didn’t vote, 
more than half were in the South. 
Thus, the loss in the North for 
the Democrats was about 1,700,000. 


TWO FACTS, 
therefore, 
stand 
out. One is that both parties lost 
votes and, the other, that the Re­ 
publicans had the larger loss. 
But why, it may be asked, do 
fewer persons vote for members of 
Congress than for the presidential 
candidate? A drop-off in the total 
vote might be expected in an off- 
year election, because there is no 
single figure running for office at 
the top of the ticket but the real 
question is why the persons who 
actually go to the polls in a presi­ 
dential election fail to vote at the 
same time for members of Con­ 
gress. 
Over a period of 60 years, the 
gap between the presidential vote 
and the 
congressional vote 
has 
been steadily widening, irrespec­ 
tive of party. Probably the answer 
is to be found 
in 
the 
gradual 
change that has been made in the 
nature of the ballots in different 
states a n d also in the growing 
population of each state and dis­ 
trict. The voters simply do not 
know the candidates or what they 
stand for or else the separate bal­ 
lot for Congress is tossed away 
by many voters. In the old days, 
presidential 
a n d 
congressional 
candidates were on the same bal­ 
lot, which made 
it 
easier 
for 
straight-ticket voting. 
I fs a serious thing to see the 


voting drop off for members of 
Congress, who play such a dom­ 
inant role in making the laws of 
the land. 
It is often true that many voters 
are indifferent to national issues, 
or that many do not understand 
how such issues concretely apply 
to their own lives. 


THE LOSSES apply also to resi­ 
dential districts where it would be 
assumed that the voters would be 
well informed on current issues. 
But just why so many millions do 
not vote Republican any more is a 
question that t h e Republicans 
themselves are debating. 
Sen. Barry Coldwater of Arizona 
Is raising the whole question in 
a series of charts which, as chair­ 
man of the Republican senatorial 
campaign committee, he is prepar­ 
ing to present to leaders and party 
workers in different parts of the 
country. These show that only in 
Arizona, where the Republican 
party adopted a “conservative” 
line, did the number of Republi­ 
can votes actually 
increase 
in 
1958 over the vote for members 
of Congress in 1956. 
Lest it be thought that there is 
something special or unusual about 
the 1958 congressional election, the 
statistics show that the Republi­ 
cans, while losing 8,600,000 votes 
as compared with 1956, had a total 
vote in 1958 of 3,800,000 less than 
in 1954. This happened even though 
the voting population in the coun­ 
try was increasing in the interval. 
It is true there also was a reces- 
ion in 1954 but the fact remains 
that the Republicans didn’t get 
out their vote, and the Demo­ 
crats did. 


THE DEMOCRATIC 
SUCCESS 
was due primarily to the superior 
machinery of the Democrats 
in 
getting out the vote, principally in 
the ranks of union-labor families. 
Thus, the public opinion polls show 
that in 1958 the labor vote divided 
65 per cent to the Democrats and 
35 per cent to the Republicans, 
which is almost exactly what it 
was two years before in the Eisen­ 
hower election. 
This means that, as the Demo­ 
crats got their vote to the polls 
and tfye Republicans didn’t, 
the 
labor vote, being normal, swelled 
the totals for the Democrats. 
The advantage the Democrats 
have in a 
labor-union 
political 
aparatus that costs many millions 
of dollars is plain to see. Unless 
the Republicans find w a y s of 
getting out their 
“conservative” 
vote, the Congress will be mort 
and more dominated by the “pro­ 
labor” 
and 
“pro-radical” 
blocs 
which believe in more and more 
governmental control of everything 
except their own group activities. 
A counterpart of the British So­ 
cialist Labor party will t h e n 
emerge in the United States.

“ Just think what would happen 
if the city were unincorporated,” 
the m ayor exclaimed. “ We would 
have a lack of law enforcement, 
no traffic lights or highway speed 
limits—the 
county 
would 
take 
over the w ater works 
and 
we 
would have no revenue at all.” 
The mayor declared: “ It is my 
belief that any group or organi­ 
sation which would s p o n s o r a 
move like this against the federal 
government would be called Com­ 
munistic. A move against a small 
community like this doesn't fall 
too short of Communism.” 
Mayor Ward 
discussed 
c i t y 
problems in the speech. He said 
it is difficult to operate within the 
city budget, but the adm inistra­ 
tion “ tries hard.” 
He said in many needs, such as 
city equipment and s t r e e t im­ 
provements, there have been im­ 


provements made. He cited the

works truck, police cruiser a n d 
fire truck.

COLUMBUS, 
Ohio (AP)-Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle has disowned 
an administration bill in the Leg­ 
islature to levy a sales tax on 
amusements, sports events, laun­ 
dries, dry cleaning establishments 
and other companies that deal in 
services rather than products. 
He told a new’s conference Tues­ 
day he plans to ask the Legisla­ 
ture to strik e out any such levies 
frcMTi the bill. 
He said he never intended that 
the bill include those services. The 
bill w’ould have been rewritten, he 
added, but there was not enough 
time before the bill introduction 
deadline last Thursday . 
DiSalle wants the sales tax to 
apply only to these services: Hotel 
and motel rooms, and hotel and 
motel park ing—if a charge is made 
for the latter. 
The governor said he does not 
believe there would be an inequity 
arising from his suggestion that the 
state allow counties to collect and 
distribite utility ex cise tax es. The 
state row collects the tax and 
turns it over to counties for poor, 
relief purposes. 
DiSalle said he believes local 
collection would be equitable “be­ 
cause the bulk of *he money would 
go to counties where the need 
ex ists.” 
He added ‘hat collections might 
be low’er if it were left up to 
counties, 
ex p’ajing 
that 
they 
would levy the t;-x only if they 
need it. “And some of them don’t 
need as much as they ’re getting 
now,” he said.

Michael V. DiSalle has disowned 
an administration bill in the Leg­ 
islature to levy a sales tax on 
amusements, sports events, laun­ 
dries, dry cleaning establishments 
and other companies that deal in 
services rather than products.

The 
bill would have been rewritten, he 
added, but there was not enough 
time before the bill introduction 
deadline last Thursday. 
DiSalle wants the sales tax to 
apply only to these services: Hotel 
and motel rooms, and hotel and 
motel parking—if a charge is made 
for the latter. 
The governor said he does not 
believe there would be an inequity 
arising from his suggestion that the 
state allow counties to collect and 
distribi te utility excise taxes. The 
state row collects the tax and 
turns it over to counties for poor 
relief purposes.

Liq uo r Prices 
To Be Ra ised 
10% On Ap ril 1 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — The 
Ohio Department o f Liquo r Co n­ 
tro l has arrived at a new fo rmula, 
setting retail prices fo r liquo r, to 
beco me effective April 1. It will 
amo unt to abo ut a 10 per cent in­ 
crease, o fficials said. 
Agreement o n the co st increase, 
under study since Go v. Michael 
V. DiSalle called fo r 20 millio n 
mo re in revenue fro m the depart­ 
ment, was reached Tuesday night 
after a co nference between liquo r 
directo r Richard C. Cro uch and 
the Bo ard o f Liquo r Co ntro l. 
The increase may no t amo unt 
to as much as 10 per cent o n 
so me brands due to applicatio n o f 
the new fo rmula. Previo usly, the 
department figured its 30 per cent 
markup in the basic co st after 
taking o ut federal, state and de­ 
partment gallo nage tax es. Under 
the new fo rmula, the department 
will base its retail price o n the to ­ 
tal co st to the department, includ­ 
ing the gallo nage tax es—then tak­ 
ing a 28 per cent markup. 
Under the new fo rmula, ho wev­ 
er, the’ department’s o wn 50-cent 
gallo nage charge will be eliminat­ 
ed. Federal tax es and the $ 1 state 
gallo nage tax are mandato ry by 
statute. 
In additio n to the agreement o n 
the price increase, the directo r 
and the bo ard agreed to allo w the 
department to charge $ 5 fo r a spe­ 
cial
